Domino Knitting 
Vivian Hexbro, Interweave Press, 2002, 
88 pp,, softcover, $16.95 


Inspired by the work of Horst Schulz 
(Patchwork Knitting), Danish knit 
designer Vivian Hexbro developed 
a form of modular knitting dubbed 
Domino Knitting. The modular 
premise is the same, but her proj- 
ects and style are unique. Hoxbro’s 
designs have an elegant simplicity 
that is enhanced by a sophisticated 
palette. If your taste tends toward 
Scandinavian Modern, you will enjoy 
her work. 

The techniques of domino knit- 
ting are presented as a series of 
eight swatches that can be used as 
potholders—pretty snazzy pothold- 
ers at that! Twenty projects follow: 
several interesting home décor items, 
garments (vest, shawls, and wraps), 
and accessories. The garments are 
presented in one size only; on her 
Web site, Haxbro describes herself 
as a large size, but these garments 
would be flattering on any size. 

Yarn information is terse—yarns 
are described by weight (sport, wor- 
sted, etc.) and amounts are given in 
grams (no yardage). | suggest you 
weigh a unit or figure out how many 
units you get from a ball of yarn and 
calculate from there. 

Hexbro comments that the dom- 
ino method is time-consuming; but 
frankly, who said knitting is a speed 
contest? If you enjoy this process 
and the results, you will be happy to 
spend time knitting. 

This book was originally published 
in Norwegian in 2000. 
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A Passion for Knitting 
Step-by-Step Illustrated Techniques, 
Easy Contemporary Patterns, and 
Essential Resources for Becoming a 
Part of the World of Knitting, Nancy J. 
Thomas and Ilana Rabinowitz, Fireside 
Books, 2002, 270 pp., softcover, $20.00 


If knitting were being taught as a 
college course, this would make an 
excellent textbook for Knitting 101. A 
Passion for Knitting welcomes you into 
the craft, culture, and community of 
knitting, while offering a depth of 
knowledge that goes beyond that of 
many advanced knitters. 

Many beginning knitters never get 
beyond making a garter stitch scarf. 
This is perhaps because although 
they know how to ‘knit’—that is, form 
the knit stitch—they have not learned 
how to choose yarns, needles, oreven 
read a pattern. For the self-taught (by 
circumstance or desire), this book fills 
the void with information from expe- 
rienced knitters. 

Part |, The Craft of Knitting, intro- 
duces the basics (casting on, knit- 
ting and purling), with discussions 
on needles, yarn, and gauge, and 
includes a helpful section on picking 
up dropped stitches and correcting 
mistakes. The focus here is to get 
knitters started on their way in the 
knitting world, Rather than offer 10 
different ways to cast on, the authors 
chose one easy cast-on (after all, you 
only need one to get going). A com- 
prehensive glossary of terms found in 
knitting instructions, as well as abbre- 
viations and even internet acronyms 
will help novices decipher patterns 
and learn new techniques, Cables and

color knitting are touched on, but the 
focus is on the pattern-reading skills 
that will assist in successfully knitting 
a project. 

Part Il, The World of Knitting, is a 
valuable resource for beginners and 
experienced knitters alike. Chapters 
‘on charity knitting, historical knit- 
ting traditions, fashion trends (writ- 
ten by Vogue Knitting editor Trisha 
Malcolm), knitting events, knitting 
‘on the web, publications, and more 
take you beyond your knitting chair 
and into the knitting universe. Well 
researched and full of quotes, inter- 
views, knit stories, resource lists, and 
expert information, this section may 
well inspire you to join a knitting 
guild, travel to knitting conventions 
or retreats (lots of fun!), join Internet 
mailing lists, or start a knitting club. 

Last butnotleast, this book contains 
30 patterns (with color photos) for the 
beginner to advanced beginner range 
including hats, scarves, sweaters, vests, 
blankets, and more. These simple 
projects may not appeal to experi- 
enced knitters, but they are definitely 
enough to start the novice knitter on a 
successful knitting adventure. 


Socks Two and Kids Knits 
Vogue Knitting on the Go Series, Sixth 
& Spring Books, 2002, 144 pp., hard- 
cover, $12.95 


This series of small hardback books from 
Vogue must be successful, because 
each season seems to bring a few 
more! Socks Two follows the successful 
Socks (out of print) with a wide range of 
styles, techniques, and patterns. 


Among the many styles for chil- 
dren and adults, my favorites are the 
penguin slipper socks (with the pen- 
guins looking up at the wearer), and 
the tweedy striped socks with sheep 
‘on the sides. | was also intrigued by 
the striped patchwork socks which 
had the tops knit flat and the feet 
knit circularly. A short ‘Basics’ section 
explains short rows, use of double- 
pointed needles, and grafting. 

Kids Knits features 20 projects 
for sizes 4 to 8/10, Most are drop- 
shoulder pullovers and jackets with 
a boxy fit; several incorporate simple 
colorwork (stripes, color blocks, or 
basic intarsia). With the exception 
of one garter stitch coat with cabled 
trim, most of the single-color proj- 
ects employ simple knit/purl fabrics. 
Projects of note are a Tyrolean jacket, 
a striped pullover with intarsia turtles, 
a patriotic hat and mittens, and a 
fringe-trimmed garter pullover and 
matching purse. Half of the projects 
are for girls, half are unisex. 

Rated Very Easy Very Vogue or 
Intermediate, | would not recom- 
mend these for beginners (some of 
those rated Very Easy have intarsia), 
but these projects would be great for 
a knitter with some experience and a 
mentor close by. 

My only issue with these little 
books is that they don’t want to lay 
flat (maybe a pair of binder clips to 
hold them open would solve the 
problem). Also, the instructions are 
written in the standard knitting- 
magazine language, which is usually 
cryptic for beginners.

Sweaters and Their Stories...and Other 
Writing About Knitting, Linda Roghaar 

& Molly Wolf, Three Rivers Press, 2002, 
270 pp., softcover, $13.00 


Imagine a knitting book with no pat- 
terns, techniques or pictures. KnitLit 
is just that: a collection of almost 80 
stories and essays on knitting and 
how the craft has touched the lives of 
the contributors, 

Knitting can be a solitary activ- 
ity—in the extreme, you can knit by 
yourself and for yourself. But those 
of us who knit with others know the 
enjoyment of sharing stories and 
conversations as we knit. Think of 
this book as a group of knitters sitting 
down to trade their stories. 

The contributors come from all 
walks of life; they are young and old, 
men and women, and they knit for 
many different reasons. Some knit 
for the creative or tactile process, 
some knit to feel a connection to 
loved ones, some knit to comfort 
themselves or others—and some knit 
for boyfriends (some who stay, some 
who don't!). Funny, sad, sentimental, 
amusing, and even political, these 
stories are perfect little reading bites 
for breaks during the day, or a long 
knitting session. A final thought: this 
is not a book for non-knitters. They 
just wouldn't get it. 


The Knitter's Book of 

Finishing Techniques 

Nancie M. Wiseman, Martingale & 
Company, 2002, 144 pp, hardcover, $24.95 


Learning a new finishing technique 
may not be as exciting as learning a 
cable or unraveling the mystery of 
entrelac, but even the simplest scarf 
has to start and end somehow. Taking 
the time and knowing how to make 
seams that lie flat and edges that 
are smooth can make the difference 
between a finished item that looks 
‘handmade’ rather than ‘homemade. 
If you don’t have a knitting mentor to 
guide you, this reference book is the 
next best thing, 

Finishing really begins with the 
appropriate choice of cast-on, and 
continues throughout the project. 
Wiseman clearly presents options for 
shaping, edge treatments, seams, and 
buttonholes. Each chapter presents 
a few of the basic methods for each 
technique. For example, the Increases 
chapter covers knitting in the front 
and back of a stitch, Make 1, and a 
raised increase. Color photos and illus- 
trations accompany clear instructions 
that also describe the benefits and 
drawbacks of each method. 

The book is a small, handy size and 
has a covered spiral binding so you 
can lay it flat and work while follow- 
ing along. 

If you already own a comprehen- 
sive reference book of knitting tech- 
niques, there is probably not much 
new here for you. But if you are a new 
knitter who is ready for the next level, 
this book can give you the tools to fin- 
ish your knitted pieces like a pro. 0

| nspirations 


| bought Great Yarns in Raleigh just 
‘over two years ago. | was not a novice 
in retail or in the yarn business; | had 
witnessed the changes and growth in 
the yarn market during the 15 years | 
worked on the wholesale end. Thus, | 
thought | knew everything about the 
yarn market, but within a few weeks 
of taking over the business, | realized 


'had much more to learn, 


Some of the most successful mer- 
chandising ideas | use have come from 
my customers and staff. Like most 
knitters, they seek inspiration from 
various sources. They communicate 
with other knitters in informal knit- 
ting groups, at guild meetings, on the 
Internet (Knit U, the Knitlist, the Sock 
Knitter's list), or at conferences and 
conventions such as Stitches or TKGA. 
Fortunately for me, they love to share 


their ideas at my shop. 


When | first arrived, Carol, a student 
at the shop, peppered me with ques- 
tions about my inventory plans. She 
asked if | was going to carry patterned 
sock yarns and 12° circular needles. | 
confess | have never, to this day, fin- 
ished a pair of socks, and | didn't even 
know 12" circular needles existed. | sat 
down with yarn catalogs, made a few 
calls, and placed orders. When the 
yarns started coming in, | began to 
look at sock knitting in a new light. 

Lisa, one of my teachers, along with 
long-time shop customer, Maxine, 
asked me about stocking Koigu. | had 
already ordered it and the first ship- 
ment flew out the door right away. 
Ie since increased my orders, but 
the stock still doesn’t satisfy all of the 
local Koigu fanatics who continually 
work this colorful yarn into all types 
of innovative projects, far beyond my 


original imagining. 
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Beverly, a connoisseur of knitting 
magazines and a devotee of the 
Internet knit lists, often asks questions 
about new products and patterns. 
Quite often, she’s ahead of me in 
discovering trends. Last summer, she 
knit up the cutest silver candy-kiss 
hat in Berroco's Metallic FX for her 
new grandson. | would have missed 
this adorable project completely had 
Beverly not asked about it, 

Recently, Denise came in with a 
Fiber Trends felted pocketbook made 
of Lopi® with Trendsetter accent yarns 
around the top. This project prompted 
an onslaught of inquiries not only for 
this pattern, but for more felted purse 
patterns. My staff selected two other 
Fiber Trends patterns and three Shelly 
Boardman designs. This fall, while | 
made a giant felted tote and a smaller 
bag loaded with fur accents, Denise 
whipped up nearly fifty bags (no two 
exactly the same). By sharing her proj- 
ect with us, hundreds of knitters in our 
area have been happily experimenting 
with felting ever since. 

My staffis also a wonderful resource 
for knitting ideas. Fiona felted hats last 
winter, and as the felted pocketbook 
craze began, | asked her to felt a few 
bags and hats for store models, She 
tried variations on established patterns 
and experimented with several wools 
(Manos del Uruguay is her favorite). 
Now, when anyone asks about felting, | 
turn the question over to Fiona, our resi- 
dent expert. Sandra, one of our instruc 
tors, introduced me to “top-down” 
sweaters, from a line of patterns we had 
in stock. Once we displayed them more 
prominently, half of her students were 
making these easy-to-finish sweaters. 

Liz, who has worked at the shop the 
longest, has a knack for yarn substitu- 


tions. Her innovative tips have helped 
many knitters salvage a project short 
on yarn, Liz advises adding another 
yarn and using it three times within 
the pattern—it will become a design 
element. This idea really does work! 
UFOs have now been made wearable, 
and often more exciting than the 
original idea. 

Working with Margaret and 
Barbara is great. They know the value 
of graciousness in customer relations. 
Ihave adopted their philosophy of tai- 
loring suggestions to each customer's 
unique individuality and skills. Yarns 
are so inspiring these days, and knit- 
ters have so many choices; | can “sell” 
projects all day long, but my clients 
are better served when the projects 
sell themselves and mirror the person- 
ality of the knitter, 

Rosemary's sense of humor keeps 
us smiling during the workday. There 
are so many absurdly creative yarn 
names that she can’t help but use 
them in word play. Laughter and sil 
liness often get us through the mid- 
afternoon fatigue, keeping the ball 
rolling (pun intended) even during 
hectic sale days. Anyone who can 
do a parody of “A Steetcar Named 
Desire” about a yarn called Schulana 
Spettacolo is welcome in my shop 
any day! 

Inspiration comes in many forms. 
Suggestions, ideas, and innovation are 
the life-blood of any yarn shop. Making 
the most of them by listening and 
responding creates a fun and inspiring 
environment. Here's to more knitting 
inspiration and creativity in 2003!

I had no doubt about what this this 


on my hand was—it was a 


knitting injury, an artifact of repetitive stress and repetitive use— 
“ and | wanted it gone. 


t's a repetitive stress injury,” 
| told the hand surgeon, as he exam- 
ined my right hand. “I'm absolutely 
sure it’s from knitting.” 

Not only from knitting, but to tell 
the truth, | was sure I knew the knitting 


project and the needles responsible. | 
was making scarves out of beautiful 
ribbon-flecked variegated yarn that 
knitted up into a fabric that looked 
like it was dotted with sequins, | had 
a circular size 13 needle to knit with 
back and forth, and | was just plain 
intoxicated by watching the scarves 
grow under my fingers with those big 
stitches. They were, among other joys, 
absolutely perfect car projects; | didn’t 
have to look closely to knit, and every 
time | did look down, | could rejoice 


in the visibly lengthening material 
in my hands. So last summer when | 
spent a couple of days on a driving 
trip through Wyoming with a friend, 
| seized the opportunity and | seized 
that circular needle. 

And | just plain didn't stop. Ready, 
set, go, and sometimes you just keep 
on going. You know those addictive 
episodes, when you knit past fatigued 
fingers, or past weariness and bed- 
time, those slightly zen times when 
you become one with your knitting? 
Mind you, | don’t know how much 
honor there is in becoming one with 
a garter stitch scarf; some dazzling 
intricate pattern taking shape under 
my fingers would make a better story. 
But there | was and there was the 


scarf, and | couldn't stop. | finished a 
blue-and-sea green scarf and imme- 
diately cast on for a red-and-purple 
scarf, Outside the window of the car, 
Wyoming moved past, deserts and 
mountains, cattle grazing in the vast 
stretches of empty land. 

Now, | could tell by the time | had 
been knitting for a couple of hours 
that there was a slightly tender spot 
‘on my right palm. | knit continental 
style, so my right needle basically does 
all the work, and as | manipulated this 
particular short metallic needle, joined 
to its twin by a thick clear cable, | was 
aware that the needle’s end, the place 
where hard metal met soft plastic, 
was pressing repeatedly against this 
one sore spot, about half an inch 


below the base of my pinky. It wasn’t 
really painful, just slightly tender, as | 
said, and | rather liked the idea that | 
might be developing a knitting cal- 
lous. Mostly, though, | just wanted to 
keep knitting. Maybe exercise addicts 
experience this same drive—ready, 
set, go, and sometimes you just don’t 
want to stop, even if it hurts. 

And on we rolled across Wyoming, 
along the southernmost of the three 
passes through the Big Horn Mountains, 
south to the desert hot springs town of 
Thermopolis, where we soaked in a 
mineral pool with some passing Hell's 
Angels (never mind, it’s another story) 
and then south again to Laramie and 
on to Denver. My friend basically did all

[Turn, DK 18 sts] twice, Chart 48, DK 18 sts, 
turn, DK 18 sts. Rep row 2, BH B row Turn, 
DK 2 sts, 2-St Cr, BH, 2-St Cr, DK 4 sts, turn, 
DK 6 sts, BH, DK 4 sts, Chart 48, DK 2 sts, 
2-St Cr, BH, 2-St Cr, DK 4 sts, turn, DK 6 sts, 
BH, DK 4 sts.

Hem 18" square to same size as pillow. Mark 
button placement and sew buttons, back to 
back, to both sides of the backing. Button 
pillow to backing, inserting a pillow form.

WORKING WITH SINGLE AND DOUBLE FABRICS 

Double knitting can be very effective when combined with single knitting. 
Two projects in this issue combine double knit borders with single knit fabrics: 
Schoolgirl Charmer (p. 54) and the pillows on the preceding pages. Both begin 
with areas of double knit (DK) that change into single knit then back to double. 
For the pillows, double and single knit are also worked side by side. 

Transition from double to single 

To go from DK to single, half the stitches must be eliminated: for stockinette, work 
ssk across the section; for reverse stockinette, work p2tog across the section, 

With either method you will have stacked two purl bumps on the transition row, 
negligible for stockinette, yet visible in reverse stockinette. For a more satisfactory 
option, slip a front layer and back layer st to right needle, pull the front st over the 
back st and off the needle, return back st to left needle and work as needed. 
Transition from single to double 

To go from single to DK, the number of stitches must be doubled—increase 
‘one stitch for every stitch on the needle. The increased stitch can be a Make-1 
backward loop, worked into the bar between stitches, or knit into the stitch 
below, But the most desirable option is knitting into a stitch, and instead of 
dropping the stitch, slipping it to the right needle with yarn in front. (This should 
be done a bit loosely.) 

Working double and single fabrics side by side 
We now complicate things slightly by incorporating DK and single knit in the 
same row. 

In single-knitted fabric, each time you work across you complete a row of knitting. 
When you work back (often in purl for stockinette or reverse) you complete a second 
row. DK requires that you work across and back to create one row on each layer. 

It may help to think of DK as a short-row addition for the back layer. That 
means you will work 2 rows of DK for every row of single. It is simple enough in 
theory; now, let's try executing it. 


— 
v ——nee 


Figure 1 shows how to work a fabric where one half will be single layer and 
the other double layer. You will knit across the single half, then continue with knit 
and slip (wyif) across the double area, turn and knit and slip back to the first knit 
stitch of the DK area. Although you are in the middle of your knitting, you have 
just completed "row 1"—every stitch on the needle has been knit once. 

Now turn your work for "row 2" (there is no need to wrap a stitch), knit and 
slip across the DK area, turn and continue to the edge of the DK, then purl across 
the single knit area, Figure 1 shows two rows worked in the single-knit area and 
in each layer of the DK. 

The odd rows begin at the outer edge of the single-knit fabric (a) and end in 
the middle of the fabric (d) after you have worked across the front and back of 
the DK area. The even rows begin in the center (d) and go across the DK front and 
back layers then on through the single layer (g). 

A center of DK bordered on each side with single knit is worked as shown in 
Figure 2, All rows begin and end at an outside edge.

The arrangement used for the pillows is single knit bordered with DK (Figure 3).

the driving. “| like to drive, and | never 
get to drive long distances,” she said. 
“Okay,” | said. “| like to knit.” 

The spot on my palm never got 
very sore at all. But it didn’t go on to 
develop into a callous, either. Instead 
about a month later, | realized that 
there was a new and alien lump on 
my hand, a hard round ball the size of 
a small green pea. It felt a little bit ten 
der anda little bit—well, funny. | didn’t 
like having it touched or pressed. | 
changed the position of my hands 
‘on the steering wheel when | drove. | 
didn’t even want to think about using 
that size 13 knitting needle again. | 
noticed it when | was typing, when 
| was knitting with any needle at all, 
when | was chopping onions—when 
ever | used my hands. 

And | hated it. I can be pretty tough 
about big serious pain, but lam a total 
self-pitying wimp when it comes to 
small nagging discomforts. | had no 
doubt about what this thing on my 
hand was—it was a knitting injury, an 
artifact of repetitive stress and repeti- 
tive use—and | wanted it gone. 

The hand surgeon told me it was 
probably a ganglion cyst—they’re 
most common on the back of the wrist 
and the hand, and they tend to afflict 
people who do a lot of typing. They 
can get quite large—mine was small 
and insignificant by ganglion cyst 
standards—and they aren't danger- 
us. But | wanted it gone. The surgeon 
thought he might be able to break it 
up by sticking it with a hypodermic 
syringe, so he tried that, but the cyst 
was persistent (no pun intended). He 
told me that if | really wanted it gone, 
| would have to have surgery. | want it 
gone, | said. | can’t drive comfortably, 
| can’t type comfortably, and most of 
all, | can’t knit comfortably. 

“Oh, yes,” he said. “You mentioned 
that you thought this might be con- 
nected to knitting.” 


“It’s a repetitive stress injury," | 
said. “It’s from this number 13 circular 
needle.” 

| wasn't absolutely sure he was con- 
vinced, and | thought about explaining 
to him that my own medical student 
stint in surgery was heavily influenced 
by my experience in embroidery and 
knitting. | might not have known 
much anatomy (okay, | didn’t know 
much anatomy), but | could set beau- 
tiful, even stitches along an incision, 
and | understood the idea of a “purse 
string” suture the very first time it was 
explained to me, and | wasn't bad at 
tying knots, either....But | let it go. He 
was the doctor and I was the patient, 
and eventually the day came and | 
went in for day surgery to get rid of 
my ganglion cyst. 

Now certainly, it’s almost always 
salutary for a doctor to get a turn 
at being the patient, and here | had 
this ideal not-life-threatening, not- 
debilitating opportunity, And | have 
to say, it was kind of fascinating. It was 
day surgery, and | was wide awake—I 
could have had a sedative, but | didn’t 
want one, since | just can't ever get 
over my alarm about people putting 
medications into my IV. | had IV's 
started in both my hands, and | was 
efficiently rolled into the operating 
room and shifted onto the operating 
table, prepped and draped, with my 
right arm extended out onto a special 
crosspiece and a drapery erected so 
| couldn't see what was happening 
beyond my right shoulder, much as | 
would have liked to—or at least, much 
as | thought | would have liked to. 

Well, what they basically did was 
squeeze all the blood out of my right 
arm by wrapping it tightly, starting at 
the fingertips, in a giant rubber band. 
They kept on wrapping, right up to 
the elbow, then up my upper arm all 
the way to my armpit, and then they 
clapped on what felt like the world’s 


largest, thickest tourniquet, to keep 
the blood from returning. At around 
this point it occurred to me that some- 
‘one was about to mess around with 
my right hand—my knitting hand! 
The tourniquet felt monstrously tight; 
it was hard to believe my arm and my 
hand would survive this with anything 
like their former vigor and flexibility. 
| started worrying—perhaps you will 
think it was a little late to start wor- 
tying, but there it is—it had suddenly 
and forcefully occurred to me that life 
with a right hand that didn’t work 
properly would be a very different 
life. | suppose that if | could draw or 
paint or play the piano, | would prob- 
ably have thought of that all along. 
But | can’t draw or paint or play the 
piano to save my life, and though | 
depend on my driving skills as much 
as any mother of three, and look on 
typing as my emotional |ifeline, the 
thing that | was thinking, lying on 
that operating table, was, "What if | 
can't knit comfortably when this is 
over? What if something goes wrong 
and | can't knit any more?" And then, 
alternately, | thought about saying, “If 
you don't take this tourniquet off, | am 
going to scream!” But | kept quiet, and 
| thought about knitting. 

Well, still and all, it was a very small 
ganglion cyst and a very small pro- 
cedure. The surgeons excised it, and 
when they showed it to me, it looked 
even smaller than | had imagined, a 
little scrap of tissue, dropped into a 
bottle of preservative and sent off to be 
checked. They sewed me up and then, 
in a moment of transcendent beauty, 
they took off that damn tourniquet and 
my arm started to come back to life. 

(recovered. | tried to keep my stitch- 
es dry, no easy task when infection 
contro! policies require that you wash 
your hands before and after touching 
every patient, and it’s flu season to 
boot, Let's just say | wore a lot of plastic 


gloves and used up a lot of the band- 
aids we keep around for after shots. 
Two weeks later, the stitches came out, 
and | was delighted to have my hand 
back—no more cyst, no more sutures, 
nothing that shouldn't be there. | have 
a slightly pink oval on my hand now, 
nothing more, though it’s a little bit 
more tender than the rest of my palm. 
I've tried knitting, using long straight 
needles, which do not press anywhere 
near there, and that was fine, though | 
was conscious of protecting the spot. 
I'm going to buy size 13 straights and 
finish that red-and-purple scarf. And 
yes, | do believe that | will play the 
piano again some day—t! mean, that 
| will once again, someday soon, sit in 
the car and look out at the world pass- 
ing by and knit without thinking of my 
hands and their complex anatomy, | 
will knit addictively and obsessively, 
though | promise that next time | get 
‘a sore spot, | really will stop. But after 
all, in a certain sense | am my repetitive 
stress injury—or repetitive strain inju- 
ry—or repetitive use injury. Call it what 
you like, but | am my repetitive strain 
and stress, my repetitive use. Some of 
your medical story may be the story of 
things that come out of the blue and 
happen to you, but some of your medi- 
cal story is about who you are and how 
you live. | had to have hand surgery 
because | knit too much, It makes a 
certain kind of sense. And next time 
| find myself grudging high insurance 
premiums and wondering whether | 
am subsidizing the injury-prone ski- 
ers, or the heavy smokers, | can remind 
myself that we all take certain risks, and 
that into each life, a certain amount of 
repetitive use must fall. 9

hemembers of KnitU, the online 
community of knitters sponsored by 
XRX, communicate daily (via e-mail) 
‘to exchange views and tips on a wide 
range of knitting topics. Recently, 
members discussed double knitting. 
Let's see what they had to say. 


Morgan Elmore described the 
general technique of double knitting: 
“When you knit (or purl) across one 
side of the tube, you slip every other 
stitch with yarn in front and then 
you knit (or purl) the slipped stitches 
when you turn the work back mak- 
ing sure to slip the ones you worked 
the previous pass. Knitting around 
produces stockinette, and purling 
around, reverse stockinette.” 


Kathie Power Johnson gave a 
detailed description for a double- 
knit waistband: "You can use double 
knitting to create a waistband faced 
in contrasting color. The easiest way 
to cast on is to use a circular needle. 
Cast on the facing stitches in the con- 
trasting color, then cast on the stitches 
using the main color. (If using just one 
color, cast on twice the number of 
stitches.) Now fold the needle in half 
so the points are next to each other. 
You will be working the stitches alter- 
nately onto another needle. Both layers 
are worked simultaneously with two 
yarns being held side-by-side, make 
sure that the yarn being used is held in 
back as you knit the front stitches, and 
the other yarn is held in front as you 
purl the back stitches. Remember not 
‘to cross the yarns as you carry them 
along: *Knit 1 in main color, purl the 
next stitch in contrasting color, repeat 


from* across. Turn the work, making 
sure that you do not cross yarns at the 
edges, and repeat, this time knitting 
the contrasting stitches and purling 
the main-color stitches. Always knit 
the stitches closest to you in the color 
facing you. When done, you can seam 
the sides, place elastic or drawstring, 
and sew down the waistband, It takes 
some practice, so swatch first,” 


Paulette Lane offers a tip to make 
double knitting easier: “| have found 
that double knitting is easier to do 
with a variegated or any yarn that is 
not a solid color. It is easier to keep 
track of which stitch to slip. | actually 
knit with the inside of the fabric out, 
so | am purling and slipping. It goes 
very quickly. Working in this manner is 
easiest if you are not making too many 
increases or decreases.” 1

STARTING A SWATCH 

With yarn and appropriate needles, 
cast on 24 stitches using the dou- 
ble-knit cast-on shown here. 

To begin: Fold the yarn approximate- 
ly 30" from the end, forming a loop 
around the fingers. With the needle 
in this loop... 


- 

A.. .take the point of the right needle 
over the far yarn, then under it; 
bring the needle to the front and 
cover the near yarn. Take the loop of 
near yarn back under the far yarn. 


B Bring the needle point toward you, 
over the near yarn, then under it. 
Bring the point up between the 
two yarns, then over and under 
the far yarn. Bring the loop of far 
yarn under the near yarn. Repeat 
steps A and B 10 more times. End 
with step A. 


C Notice that the stitches arrange 
themselves on the needle making 
‘one an obvious stitch of the front 
fabric and the other an obvious 
stitch of the back fabric. If this cast- 
onis used for ribbing, the knit-purl 
relationship is apparent. 

When you have completed this 
cast-on, you have completed the 
first two rows of double knitting. 
Work 20 more rows in double 
knit as follows: 
*K1, wyif (with yarn in front) sl 1*; 
repeat from * to * across, Note that 
you will have completed a pair of 
rows when the tail of your cast-on 
is on the right and you are ready to 
begin a new row. 
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eyond the double fabric aspect 
of these buttonholes, a single simple 
procedure—called here a 2-stitch 
crossover'—makes the finished but- 
tonholes efficient and good looking. 
Once you've done it, you'll find no 
need to refer to the instructions; you 
simply need to remember where the 
ctossover occurs for a horizontal or 
vertical buttonhole. 


HORIZONTAL BUTTONHOLES 

With double knitting under way (see 

sidebar for instructions for starting 

a swatch on which to practice the 

double-knitted buttonholes), work to 

2 stitches before the place you want 

to begin a buttonhole, (To center a 

4-stitch buttonhole on the 24-stitch 

double-knit swatch, double knit across 

the first 6 stitches.)

A Slip the next 2 stitches—a front 
stitch and a back stitch—onto the

"June Hemmons Hiatt describes 
this technique on pp. 242-3 of The 
Principles of Knitting. 


and knit it; now, wyif slip the front 
stitch to right needle. The order of 
the 2 stitches and their functions 
have been reversed. 

E With waste yarn, work the next 7 
stitches as established (4 stitches 
knit with 3 slipped between). Drop 
the waste yarn and clip it, leaving a 
short tail, 

F Return (slip) the 7 stitches just 
worked back to the left needle, Pick 
up the working yarn and work the 
next 8 stitches (the 4 waste-yarn 
stitches and the 4 slipped stitches to 
their left) as usual. 

G Work a 2-stitch crossover on the 
next pair of stitches (steps A-D). 

H Continue across the row to the end. 

/ Turn, work back to the edge of the 
buttonhole (8 sts) and repeat the 
procedure of steps EG. You will have 
a section of stitches in waste yarn on 
each side of the fabric with a 2-stitch 
crossover at each end as shown in the 
drawing below. Continue knitting.

Opening the buttonhole 

To complete the buttonhole, steam the 
fabric to set the stitches (so they will 
not ravel as you proceed to the next 
step). Pick out the waste yarn on both 
sides. You will find an opening in your 
fabric with 4 free loops from each layer 


of fabric on the bottom of the button- 
hole, and 3 loops from each layer on 
the top. With a double-pointed needle 
(dpn) and working from right to left, 
pick up the 8 stitches on the bottom 
(as shown in the drawing below). You 
will pick up a stitch from the front layer 
and then a stitch from the back, across, 
Turn the work upside down and place 
those 6 stitches onto a second needle 
(shown in the drawing). Note that the 
stitches on the top and bottom needles 
will seem to oppose one another and 
be in the wrong order. Just be certain 
that you pick them up as shown in the 
drawing, one stitch from the front, then 
‘one from the back, across. 
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Finishing the buttonhole with 
Kitchener Bind-off 

With a darning needle and a separate 
piece of yarn, you will now graft front 
to back with Kitchener stitch along 
the bottom and the top of the but- 
tonhole. Bring the yarn through the 
inside of the double knitting and out 
of the first stitch on the needle. Work 
steps A-F, remembering that you 
must always draw the yarn through, 
Passing it under the point of the knit- 
ting needle. 


A Take the needle under the diagonal 
bar of the stitch near the edge of the 
buttonhole. Take the needle behind 
the dpn, between the first and second 
stitches, and out through the second 
stitch as if to knit. Draw the yarn snug. 

B Bring the needle around to the front 
and into the first stitch as if to knit. 
Drop this stitch off the needle and 
draw the yarn snug. 

CTake the needle in front of the new 
edge stitch, and into next front stitch 
as if to purl. Draw the yarn through. 

D Take the yarn to the back fabric, into 
the first stitch as if to purl, Drop this 
stitch off the needle and draw the 
yarn snug. 

E Bring the needle behind the first 
stitch and into the next (back) stitch 
as if to knit. Draw the yarn through. 

F Continue across, repeating steps 
B-E. On the final steps C-E, run the 
needle under the diagonal loop at 
the left edge instead of into the 
next front stitch, 

Rotate fabric so the buttonhole 
is upside down. Run the needle 
between the two fabrics, and bring 
the yarn up and out of the right edge 
stitch and work across in exactly the 
same manner as before. (Remember 
to anchor the edges of the Kitchener 
bind-off by running the yarn under 
the bars of the stitches at the edges.) 
Secure the end and continue to work 
next buttonhole,

Now begin the buttonhole. Work across 10 stitch- 
es, work a 2-stitch crossover on the next 2 stitches.

Attach a second yarn, work a 2-stitch crossover, 
and continue to end of row. Turn work, Double knit 
the next 12 stitches, and drop the second yarn, leav- 
ing it in front, Double knit across 12 stitches with the 
first yarn. 

Repeat the 2 rows 5 more times (making the 
buttonhole 6 rows tall), Next 2 rows: With first yarn 
only, work across 10 stitches, work a pair of cross- 
overs, and continue to work to the end, turn, and 
work back across the row. Clip the second yarn and 
fasten the end, 


The vertical buttonhole will have firm edges and 
a very attractive finished look. 
2-stitch crossover on the vertical buttonhole 
The 2-stitch crossover used here at the base, edges, 
and top of the vertical buttonhole is identical to the 
maneuver you used at the sides of the horizontal but- 
tonhole. The drawings below show the effect, along 
the buttonhole's edges, of succeeding cross-overs 
that give the buttonhole definition and stability.

Add color to a knit with duplicate-stitch embroidery 


Bh css stitch is just that, 
you cover a knitted stitch with an 
embroidered stitch of the same shape. 
All it takes is a blunt embroidery nee- 
dle and a contrasting yarn. 


It is an interesting way to embel- 
lish a knit, taking it from plain to pat- 
terned. It is often used to add a bit of 
color, yet it can cover vast expanses 
of a project. Other times when a third 
or fourth color is worked into a pat- 
tern it is easily accomplished with 
duplicate stitch. 

Duplicate stitch allows the place- 
ment of color anywhere in a garment 
after the piece is knit. The pattern for 
a design is mapped out on a graph or 
chart, Simply position your first stitch 
within the pattern, then work the 
neighboring stitches in relationship to 
it, following the chart. 

We chose duplicate stitch for the 
Wild Country Cushions p. 82 because 
‘they are knit in the round and the pat- 
tern sweeps across each front. There 
is no need to carry the colors around 
the back or even to the edges of the 
fronts, no need to worry about weav- 
ing in the floats as you are working a 
patch rather than a stranded design. 
And no tangles! 

The Cypress Needle Crew p. 58 is 
a fine example of duplicate stitch. 
It shows how wonderful an added 
touch of color and technique can be. 
It certainly could have been worked 
as a stranded design while the front 


was being knit, but by working it 
afterwards, you can place the stitch- 
ing exactly where you want it. 

The windowpane plaid skirt of the 
Schoolgirl Charmer p. 54 uses a slip 
stitch every six stitches. The plaid ver- 
ticals are stitched over those ridges 
to mimic pleats. The single stripe of 
duplicate stitches widens out a bit to 
visually match the two-row horizon- 
tal stripes. 

Duplicate stitch is not amenable 
to all types of color knitting, but it is a 
simple way to update a plain sweater 
by adding small motifs or decorative 
details to your knitting. It's easy—give 
ita try. 


Graphing for duplicate stitch 

Knit stitches are rectangular, and most 
graph paper grids are square. Counted 
cross-stitch or needlepoint patterns 
are ideal inspiration for a motif, but 
they are square grids. Knowing how to 
adapt square grids for your knit gauge 
is invaluable. 

Rather than re-designing them, you 
can work extra rows into the pattern peri- 
codically. The rate that an extra row occurs 
will be determined by your gauge. 1

working from charts 


Charts are graphs or grids of squares 
that represent knitted fabric. 

Squares contain symbols. 

The key defines each symbol as an oper- 
ation to make a stitch or stitches. 

The pattern provides any special instruc- 
tions for using the chart(s) or the key. 
The numbers along the sides of charts 
indicate the rows. A number on the right 
side defines a right-side row, which is 
worked leftward from the number. A 
number on the left marks a wrong-side 
fow and is worked rightward. Since many 


stitches are worked differently on wrong- 
side rows, the key will indicate that. 

Bold lines within the graph represent 
repeats. These set off a group of stitches 
that are repeated across a row. You begin 
at the edge of a row or where the pattern 
indicates for the required size, work across 
through to the second line, and then 
repeat the stitches between the lines as 
many times as directed, and finish the row. 
The sizes of a garment are often labeled 
with beginning and ending marks on the 
chart. This avoids having to chart each 
size separately, 

Charts are a graphic representation of 
knitting; they illustrate every stitch and the 
relationship between the stitches in rows.

IF instructions don't specify, use M1 knit, 
either left or right slanting.
